Attached are instructions for the reporting of children in foster care for
the annuel Elementary and Secondary Act (ESEA) survey. Data on foster
care children are required by the Department of Health, Education, and
Welfare for use in determining the sllocation of BESEA Title I funds to
local sehool districts. Data on AFDC FG/U are also used but are collected
in & geparate report.

The report on foster care children will be as of January 31, 1975. The
children to be revorted are those whose ages are 5 through 17 who are
living in foster homes supported wholly or in part by vublic funds from
any source.

Grents under Title I of the Elementary and Secondary Education Act are to
provide services for educationally disadvantaged children. Distribution
of these grants are made to the county or district where the child asttends
school regardless of the child's county of residence or county of support.
Pherefore, for proper allocation of these funds, the child ghould be
reported by the county in which he attends school.

Report the total mumber of foster care children on the attached instruction
and report sheet. As per instructions from DHEW, no sampling or estimating
is permitted. Deta totals must be supportable from agsistance payment
records. The report is due February 18, 1975. A
